Hershey acted less than 48 hours 
after James F. Byrnes, director of 
War Mobilization and Reconver- 
sion, issued his new work-or-fight 
mandate. Though the order applies 
to all men 18 through 37, it is 
aimed primarily at the 26-37 age 
group whose deferments have been 
granted more libérally in the past. 
Deferment standards already are 
being applied very strictly to men 
in the 18-25 age bracket. 

In effect, Hershey has directed 
the nation’s 6,443 local draft 
boards to review all deferred cases 
and to apply a more rigid defer- 
ment yardstick henceforth “in the 
light of the immediate urgencies 
for men in the armed forces and 
the civilian war effort.” 

Those who persist in remaining 
in nonessential jobs or who quit 
war work will be reclassified im- 
mediately and made subject to the 
draft.

Robert Shipp Jr., who 
hed. been reported ong in ac- 
tion over Germany since Novem- 
ber 3, 1943, now has been official 
ly declared dead by the War De- 
partment, according to word re- 
ceived by his aunt, Mrs, Carl D. 

His 
father, Robert Shipp Sr., formerly 
of Acworth, now is living in 
Hobbs, N. M. 

Pilot of a Flying Fortress based 
in England, Lt. Shipp had been 
overseas about three months and 
had participated in several raids 
at the time he was reported miss- 
ing. The flight, which was a 
bombing raid over Wilhelmshaven, 
Germany, was attacked by enemy 
aircraft and disappeared into a 
cloud’ over the North sea. He 
was last sighted just 45 minutes 
from the English coast.

Count Sforza 
Is a Hard Puncher 


% 1 Three summers ago I spent some time here 
ie. and there, at small luncheons and in afternoon 
talk-siestas, with Count Carlo Sforza. 
So, I was am those 
surprised when Prime Minister Winston Churchill knocked him 
down, so to speak, in his house of commons speech the other day 
explaining why the British didn’t want him in the Italian cabinet. 


“Unreliable” was the tag pinned on him by Mr. Churchill, The 
story now begins to emerge. It appears that before Count Sforza 
was allowed to go back to Italy he was asked to pledge his sup- 
port to Marshal Badoglio. This he did. Later on he foünd, so he 
says, that the Italian army officers under Badoglio were seeking 
to set up another form of Fascism to replace Mussolini’s failure. 
Thereupon, he remained neutral, neither supporting nor opposing 
the government. 

All I know is that Sforza was a fighter. I guess he still is. He 
was in the Italian senate when Mussolini came to power and he 
st up there and opposed him. The record shows the Count stood 
up in the Italian senate and made a speech in which he called 

ussolini an ambitious, dangerous, ignorant windbag. 

This caused Mussolini great pain and mental anguish, as they 
say, and for a while he sought to make the Count call off the 
dogs. He sent messages to him, offering him all sorts of honors 
and ribbons for his coat. But the Count, whose family traces its 
history back.to the time of the Caesars, wasn’t that sort of man. 

He got right up and spoke again and said, for all to hear, that 
Mussolini was a common upstart and should be removed. He went 
to the King about it, too, because he and the King were friends, 


The King backed down on it and so Sforza broke with him. 


This went on for a few weeks and when Mussolini was well 
established and had the King eating out of his hand so that the 
House of Savoy would be left with its income and position, Mus- 
solini — in ridding himself of his great pain and mental 


He did this by having the ones who caused it liquidated. About 
five outstanding Italians were assassinated and Sforza’s name was 


high on the list. 
U 
To Fr ance The Count was informed by frends still loyal to him, 
but giving their greater loyalty to Mussolini and 
the New Order,” on the day before his assassination and he man- 
aged to get out with his family and go to France. : 

When he got established he started in on Mussolini again. Even 
then there came new promises to him of awards and high honors 
if he would join up. He wouldn't. ) 

When the Germans came piling into France, Count Sforza and 
his family left all their possessions, save what could be put into 
bags, and got on one of the many steamers taking refugees over 
to England. 

An able speaker and writer, he was able to keep going. He came 
to this country in 1941 and spent some time in Atlanta. He lec- 
tured, during a part of that time, at Emory University. He talked 
in many cities in the United States and no voice was raised louder 
than his against the Fascist and Nazi theory which, he insisted, 
2 not philosophies at all, but programs which changed with the 


need. 

I recall one of his lectures about the Tory“ attitude, “illusions 
and delusions of the French and English “upper classes.” He in- 
cluded the same sort of persons in this country and he minced no 


words. 
He began, as I recall, with the now historic 

Appeasement statement by Sir Stanley Baldwin, made in the 
house of commons in 1936, as follows: From 1933 I and my 
friends were very much worried about what was happening in 
Europe. . . . But there was a stronger pacifist feeling running 
through this country than at any other time... . Suppose I had 
gone to the country (held an election) and said that Germany was 
rearming and we must rearm. ...I cannot think of anything that 
would have made the loss of the election from my point of view 
more certain.” ü 

He was pointing out that appeasement began in 1933 when 
Baldwin refused to alarm the nation in order to win an election. 
The same feeling of appeasement was rampant in this country. 
Right up to the moment bombs were falling on Pearl Harbor we 
had a lot of that feeling. We had our own Baldwins. 


Danger Well, so much for that. There is being fought out in 
Italy and Greece, with more of the same to come, a 
struggle which may drag down and destroy the dssential war 
aims and the agreements at Teheran. . 
Sforza is merely one of the many pawns that will be moved 
in the great chess game of power politics. There will continue to 
be great opposition to the return of governments in exile. 


Events, as important as the outcome of battles, are before the 
world for decision.

Summing-Up German 
Bio-Political War 


Yesterday this column offered some evidence 

* of the German plan to win her long-range war 

| , plans, despite the looming defeat in the present 

armed conflict, That plan is to increase the German birth rate, 

and at the same time reduce the potential population strength of 

other nations, so that may have overwhelming man- 

power superiority when the next war for conquest—already in 

the planning stage among the German general staff—is launched, 
say 20 or 30 or 40 years from now. : 

Today I want to present a “summing-up” of that coldblooded, 
amoral German program. Better than in my own words, I can 
present that summing-up in the words of Eugene Tillinger, from 
an article of his in the publication of the Society for Prevention 
of World War III. , 

Tillinger writes: 

“The net result of all these rules and regulations which aim by 
hook or by crook to raise the German birth rate, is still incal- 
culable. German soldiers have been urged in the past few years 
to have children by Norwegian, Dutch, Greek and French women, 
but under no circumstances to marry them. The children are 
sent to Germany where the father’s family must care for them. If 
the father is married, the wife is obliged to take the child into 
her home. Where this is impossible, the children are turned over 
to public nurseries and brought up as children of the state. We 
have no actual statistics, but it is safe to assume that there are 


today hundreds of thousands of such half-German children, whom 


the German state will officially regard as its own.”

“It can be said with certainty that after this ostensibly lost 
war, Germany will have achieved her demographic superiority over 
her neighbors.

‘We will turn the continent into a maelstrom of destruction where 
only one cry is heard—the cry of blood!’ And no one in Europe 
has any doubt but that before her final surrender she will do 
just that. She will slaughter countless millions of all nations, in 
order to insure her own numerical position in the future.

Neither treaties nor sanctions, destruction of German industries 
nor reparations, will restore the maimed and starving children of 
non-German Europe; nor will they bring to life the dead and un- 
born. War or no war, Germany looks out for her future. 

“That is how things will stand in Europe at the end of the war. 


And the question remains, ‘What can still be done to shatter Ger- 


many’s hideous plans?’ 
“Ernest Hemingway has suggested the sterilization of all Nazi 


members. Obviously, our sentiments will make’ that impos-

sible. But what could be done? 

There has been considerable discussion of the Russian — to 
transport five, six or even ten million German soldiers, tapo 
agents, SS men and others, to Russia to rebuild the towns and 
cities wantonly destroyed by the German armies. 
millions of German men and women between 18 and 36 years of 
age would be kept out of Germany for five, six, eight, ten years. 

atever the political implications of such a measure might be, 
one thing is sure: it is the sanest and simplest. way to offset the 
consequences of the German biopolitical war. ons of 
Germans would not be able to add to the count of German births. 
In’ addition, the hundreds of thousands of illegitimate ‘children 
of the state’ must be brought out of Germany and returned to 
the countries of their birth. 

“Unfortunately, our sentimentalists will protest against most of 
ese ideas on the grounds of shortsighted humanitarian principles. 
But it is to be hoped that this time the realists will not allow 
themselves to be overruled. And the men who dictate the peace 
would do well to remember the words of Georges Clemenceau, that 
great man of prophetic vision: ‘There are 20 million Germans too 
many.’

WASHINGTON.—How to prevent the approaching lic cate 
chism of State Department appointees from * general 
senate squabble over foreign policies, which t impede the war 
effort and dim the hopes of after-war interna accord, is the 
present main concern of administration leaders. : 

Senators have been wont to say that Cordell Hull, as secretary 
of state, lived a charmed life so far as their branch was concerned.

{Starts Day Right
